The latest offer which look"

good is a factory in Chicago 
which 
employes one thousand people. 
The 
company is seeking another location 
because of labor difficulties affd pre­ 
fers a smaller city with good railroad 
facilities. 
1 his is one place 
Rush­ 
ville can qualify because it lias fine 
outlets by rail. 
And, for example, there is an auto 
parts 
manufacturing establishment 
that is seeking a new location. 
This 
is an offer that came unsolicited and 
that apparently 
is not for the pur 
pose ol‘ “ bleeding” a city for 
some 
money. 
This particular company re­ 
quires a building with from 50,000 to 
100.000 feet of floor space. 
Then there is a wire fence machin­ 
ery factory which 
wants 
to move 
from its present location because of 
undesirable surroundings. What this 
factory wall require as to a building 
is not stated. 
A basket, veneer and crate manu­ 
facturing concern would like to find 
some small city to establish its plant. 
Another (offer has come from a 
well 
known airship inventor and flier who 
expects to manufacture airships 
of 
various types and conduct 
a flying 
school. 
Still another (factory with a'payroll 
of $50,000 annually 
and 
requiring 
15.000 square feet of 
floor 
space 
has expressed a desire to move 
and 
has written a letter to local boosters 
saying that it would conrider Rush­ 
ville as a «future location. 
A communication lias been received 
t ioni a factory which wants nothing’ 
but a One-story brick 
or 
concrete 
building that will accomodate a large 
crane. 
The building should be 
75 
by 200 and k^ve about 20,000 square 
feet of floor space. 
Then

which

States department of agriculture has 
received inquiries from many sports­ 
men in the middle west in regard to 
spring shooting 
of waterfowl. 
In 
response the department 
has made 
the following public announcement. 
Under the federal regulations there 
is a closed season from February 
1 to »September 0, inclusive, each year 
throughout the 
United States 
on 
waterfowl and other migratory game 
birds; the season 
for 
hunting 
is 
further restricted in various parts of 
the country to periods not exceeding 
three 
and 
one-half 
months. 
The 
open season 
on waterfowl 
in 
the 
states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Nebraska, 
Kansas and Missouri is 
from September lid to December 31, 
inclusive, and it is unlawful to hunt 
or kill waterfowl in those States at 
any other time. 
Persons committing 
violations of the regulations may be 
prosecuted at any time within

years after an offense is committed.

In summing up the effects of these 
and other laws.

1 to iSeptember 6, inclusive, each yeai 
throughout the 
'United States 
on 


waterfowl and other'migratory game 
birds; -the season for 
hunting is 


further restricted in various parts of 
the country to periods not exceeding 
;hree and -one-half months. 
The 


open season 
on waterfowl in 
the 


states of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri is 
from September lift to December 31, 
inclusive, and it is unlawful to hunt 
or kill waterfowl in those 'States at 
any other time. Persons committing 
violations of the regulations may he 
prosecuted at any time within -'• three, 
years-after an offense is committed.

Prominent hi this legislation was 


the. creation three years ago of the 
office of markets and rural organi- 
zation. Tlie creation 'of -this office, 
says Mr. Vrooman, "was an innova- 
tion o'i epoch-making . significance;" 
This office represents the first . air 
tempt on the part of ^the Governmeal 
to remedy through scientific •investi- 
gation the waste and extravagance in 
our present metliods of distributin, 
and disposing of'farm products. Long 
before there was any official recogni-
